Bells Ian McDougal 


Trombonist-composer Ian McDougall has been very active on the 
Canadian music scene for a number of years. This new work for 
Concert Band features fanfare brass and various rhythmic and 
dynamic effects. : 


Canticle of the Creatures Jim Curnow 


Saint Francis Assisi (1181-1226) founded the Franciscan order of the 
Roman Catholic Church. His simple life of poverty. inspired many 
men during the Middle Ages. Today many people admire Francis 
because of his love of peace and his respect for all creatures. 
Francis expressed his religious ideals in poems as well as through 
his ministry... "Canticle of the Creatures" sings praise to many of 
God's creations. 


It is most important to remember that these poems and lauds were not 
written to be read in prayer books but to be sung either by the 
friars as part of their preaching exercises or as part of their own 
devotions. 


Each movement of "Canticle of the Creatures" depicts the stanza of 
the poem after which it is entitled. 


I. Prologue 


Most High, Omipotent, good Lord 

To you alone belong praise and glory, 
Honor and blessing. 

No Man is worthy to breathe thy name. 


II. Brother Sun 


Be praised, my Lord, for all your 
creatures. 
In the first place for the blessed 
Brother Sun, 
Who gives us the day and enlightens us 
through you. 
He is beautiful and radiant with great 
splendor, ‘ 
Giving witness of thee, Most omnipotent One. 











III. Sister Moon and Stars 


Be praised, my Lord, for Sister Moon and 
the stars 

Formed by you so bright, precious, and 
beautiful. 


IV. Brother Fire 


Be praised, my Lord, for Brother Fire, 

Who lights up the night. 

He is beautiful and carefree, robust and 
fierce.

. Be praised, my Lord, for our sister, Mother

Newfoundland Rhapsody - Howard Cable 


The rhapsodic presentation of this particular group of folksongs by 
Canadian Howard Cable, is a challenge for any group of wind and per- 
cussion players. The piece makes great demands in the areas of 
rhythmic articulation and modulation. The songs presented are 

"We'll Rant and We'll Roar like True Newfoundlanders", "The Sealing 
Cruise of the Lone Flier", "The Petty Harbour Bait Skiff", "The Wreck 
of the Hemmer Jane" (Emma Jane), and "Up the Pond". 


William Byrd Suite: freely transcribed from the Fitzwilliam Virginal 
Book by Gordon Jacobs 


William Byrd (1543-1623) was the greatest composer of the Tudor period, 
with the Restoration composer, Henry Purcell, his only possible rival 
in English history. He was known for his choral music, both sacred 


and secular, and was one of the founders of the English Madrigal School.

Variations on a Korean Folk Song John Barnes Chance 


Variations on a Korean Folk Song was composed in 1965, winning the 
American Bandmasters' Association Ostwald Award for the composer of the 


following year. Chance provided the following information concerning 
the work in the Journal of Band Research for Autumn 1966: 


"IT became acquainted with the folk song known as Arrirang 
(pronounced 'Ah-dee-dong') while serving in Seoul, Korea, 
as a member of the Eighth U.S. Army Band in 1958-59. The 
tune is not as simple as it sounds, and my fascination with 
it during the intervening years led to its eventual use as 
the theme for this set of variations."
